country from which the goods are to be taken to 
notify the officials on the other side of the line, 
Clearance papers are also to be refused hereafter 
to a vessel sailing for a destination where it can- 


not legally carry its cargo. 
The other treaty will make extraditable par- 


tics who commit violations of the law for the 


guppression of the trade in narcotics.

Inter- 
national lawlessness can only be effectively dealt 
with by international co-operation on the part of 
those whose business is to prevent it.

But why not co-operative marketing in the} 
interests of consumers if we are to have c0- | 
operative marketing in the interests of  pro- 


ducers? This 1s a free country, outside the bor 
ders of the anti-combine law. If fruit producers | 
van combine to market their products to the besi 
iudvantage of their pockets, why cannot consumers | 
combine to buy fruit to the best advantage of | 
their pockets? | 

Putting the case in the way it is more likely | 
to work out; if British Columbia capitalists or- | 
wanize a ‘‘growers’ agency’’ to sell B.C. fruit in 
Alberta, why not Alberta eapital create an or 
vanization to supply Alberta people with fruit 
from British Columbia or any other part of the 
vontinent where it can be got cheap and of good | 
quality? 

Alberta has thus far seen only one side of the 
vo-operative marketing question—the producers’ 
side, The fruit situation invites attention to the 
other side—the consumers’ side. It is the un 
doubted right of producers to combine if they 
want to so long as they keep clear of the law. It 
is equally the right of consumers to combine if | 
they want to so long as they keep within bounds 
of the statutory prohibitions. 


THE ‘‘HOPPE’’ COAL FIELDS. 
Apparently Government officials, Parliament 
ind the publie have been setting an exaggerated 


value on the coal deposits in what has come to be 
known as the Hoppe area. This tract, lying in the 


und Sheep Creek, about mid-way between the 
mainline of the Grand Trunk Pacifie and Grande 
Prairie, has been supposed to contain a larger 
deposit of anthracite coal than the State of Penn- 
sylvania. 

A Government geologist, after making an 
investigation of the distriet, says there is no 
vnthracite there at all. There are, of course, 
immense coal deposits, but of otner grades. One 
ream is said to be semi-anthracite, the others to 
vary from a high quality of steam coal to the 
varieties popularly known here as ‘‘domestie’’ 
coal. Valuable as these will be for future use, 
ond as growing demand warrants their exploita- 
tion, the announcement that there is no anthracite 
im the region will have to be accepted as explod 
ing a supposition upon which there were built very 
large hopes of early development, 

Another declaration by the same investigator 
is also of great importance. He says the con- 
figuration of the country forbids the construction 
of a railway south from Grande Prairie to the 
Grand Trunk which would serve the double pur 
pose of providing an outlet for Peace River grain 
and an outlet for coal from the Hoppe area. The 
latter, he says, will have to be tapped by lines 
built in from the eastward, not from the north 
or south, 

There have been hopes that a line could be 
located which would give the required outlet for! 
Peace River products and also previde shipping! 
facilities for anthracite from the Hoppe tract. As} 
there is no anthracite there, and as a dual-purpose 
line could not be built if there were anthracite | 
there, the problem immediately of interest is re- | 
solved into one of providing the most efficient 
outlet for the Peace Rive. ecreps, *' forgetting’;
